FIFTY YEARS A GHURGH. 


Union Congregational Church of Ballard- 
vale Observes its Golden Anniversary. 


The celebration of the Fiftieth Anni- 
versary of the-.founding of. the Union 
Congregational church .was begun last 
Sunday by the preaching of a very elo- 
quent historical sermon by the pastor, 
Kev. A. H. Fuller. 


Historical Sermon. 


Rev. A. II. Fuller preached the his- 
torical sermon last Sunday morning. 
He chose for his text Deut. 8: 2, “Thou 
shalt remember all the way which the 
Lord thy God led thee,” and spoke as 
follows: “If the Israelites were bidden 
to remember God’s guiding hand through 
the forty years in the wilderness, we j 
may well remember this same presence 
and power, as we today consider our 
history as a church for the past fifty 
years. 

We may suppose there were very few 
dwellings in what is now our village 
until about 125 years ago. In 1794 
Timothy Ballard owned a mill privilege 
here, and his mill was probably the first \ 
use of the water power here, which was 
destined to mean so much to our village. 
Thus from the family whose home was 
in this beautiful valley, and from its 
situation, came the very appropriate 
name of our village Ballard Vale. Some 
of our older residents still remember 
when a grist mill stood near the. site of 
the present manufactory. In 1836 the 
Ballard Vale Manufacturing Co. was in- 
corporated. They bought the property 
of ‘Timothy Ballard, and from him and 
the valley, named their company and 
the village. The first delaines manu- 
factured in this country were made by 
this company, also the first piece of tine 
white flannel. In 1866 this corporation 
became the private property of Mr. J. 
Putnam Bradlee, whose benefactions. are 
so. heartily appreciated by this com- 
munity. I have spoken of the general 
history of this place, because had it not 
been for the enterprise of .those who 
utilized these natural advantages and re- 
sources, we would not have been here, 
nor had a church here to observe its 
semi-centennial anniversary. 

Not many years after the establishing 
of business here, and the incoming of 
families the supject of church privileges 
arose. Now there was a desire for re- 
ligious services here. Accordingly March 
18, 1850 a number of residents met and 
decided to form a Union scciety. It 
was called ‘fhe Ballard Vale Union 
Society for the Support of Public Wor- 
ship,” and held its services in the old 
School House hall. It was called the 
Union Society because its members repre- 
sented various religious sects. At the 
first service Prof. Park officiated, and 
after that students from the Seminary 
conducted the meetings until the fourth 
Sunday in Sept., 1850. On that day Rev. 
Henry S. Greene officiated, and then 
began the work of him who is held in 
such grateful remembrance by this 
people. 

In 1854 it seemed expedient to form 
a Congregational church. Accordingly 
a council convened at the house of Rev. 
Mr. Green, Sunday, Dec. 31, 1854, at 6 
o’clock p. m. and organized the -Union 
Congregational churc¢h....'[he following | 
persons signed the Articles ‘of Faith and 
eiant ated becanie the’ orfpirat-mem=* 
bers of the church: Hetiry 8S. Greene, 


‘Mary P. A. Greene, Matthew (éhandler, 


Doreas’ Chandler, Lydia Goldsmith, 
Ellen Morrison, Mary’ Holmes, Mary 
Meginty, Zoa Mann, Mary A. Winning 
and Jerusha .J. Crane. All but two of 
these came from the south church, And- 
over. Of -these original members not 
one is now in membership with us, and 
most, if not all, have entered the Church 
Triumphant above. On _ thé following 
Sabbath some 25 more united with the 
church. : . 

On ‘the first.day of the following 
April another council assembled for the 
installation of Mr. Greene. ‘Thus began 
that pastorate which continued more 
than 25 years, and ended only with the 
removal of the faithful servant to the 
rest and reward above. More than half 
of the 50 years which we today review 
was covered by this one pastorate. 
Henry Solomon Greene was born upon 
the bosom of the sea in 1807. He grad- 
uated from Amherst college in 1834, and 
from Andover Theological Seminary in 
1837. He went immediately to Lynn- 
field, Mass., where he was ordained Dec. 
27, 1837, and where he remained 13 
years until he came to Ballard Vale in 
1850. Jan. 1, 1840 he married Mary 
Phillips Abbott of Andover, who was be- 
loved by all, and proved a true helpmeet 
to him. She died Jan. 19, 1878, aftera 
married life of more than 38 years. 
Five children were born to them, all of 
whom died in childhood, except a son 
Henry, and he died two years after 
graduating from Amherst college. 
‘Parson Greene” as he was called, loved 
the little church, as well as this village, 
and devoted himself most assiduously 
to their welfare. He was esteemed by 
old and young and the confidence which 
his fellow-citizens placed in him is 
shown by the fact that ‘he was elected 
as Representative to the Legislature 
from Andover. It is doubtful if the 
weak church could bave survived and 
prospered as it did, had it not been for 
the self-sacrificing and unwearied labors 
of Mr. Greene. In his loneliness and old | 
age he was wont to say pathetically yet 
trastingly that he was alone, yet not 
alone. June 11, 1880, he passed away. 


| Of him it may be truly said, “he rests 


from jhis labors but his works follow 
him.” 
_.The young. church labored under | 
great disadvantage for want of a meet- \ 
ing house. ‘They worshipped in a hall, | 
in which was kept a large school; conse- 
quently as was stated, “it has to be con- 
structed every Saturday evening for 
Sabbath service, and on Monday morp- | 
ing reconstructed for the school.” So 
strohg was this desire and deep was this 
need, joined with the face that the hall 
was needed for school purposes, that in 
the summer of 1875 the people led by 
their pastor said, “Let us arise and 
build.” The project met with favor and 
the following year this house in which 
we meet was completed. Mr. Greene 
with characteristic generosity donated a 
lot of land on which to erect the church. 
At his death the old minister bequeathed 
his home on Marland street to. the 
church “as a parsonage. In 1899 it | 
seemed besi to dispose of the old par- | 
sonage and build elsewhere. Accord- 
ingly by grant of the legislature that 
was sold and the present commodious 
and pleasant parsonage was erected. 
This may suflice for the material his- 
tory. Thechurch has been served by | 
nine pastors, besides being supplied at 
intervals by students and others. The | 
relations between the church and the 
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Theological Seminary have been ex- 
ceedingly pleasant and we would ac- 
knowledge our indebtedness to. those 
upon “the hill.’ The same is true with 
regard to the various churches in And- 
over. May this pleasant relation ever 
remain. ‘he pastors have been Kev. H 
S. Greené,, 1855 to 1880; Rev. J. W 
Savage, 1881-to 1882; Rev. Samuel 
Bowker, 1884 to 1888; Rev. G. 8S. Butler, 
1888 to 1891; Rev. Emil Bary, 1891 to 
1892; Rev. J. ©. C. Evans, 1893 to 1896; 
Rev. Arthur Golden,- 1896 to 1898; Rev. 
Edwin Smith 1899 to the time of his 
death Oct. 16, 1903; and the present 
pastor who began his engagement March 
1 o: the present year. Of these Messrs. 
Greene, Savage, Bowker and Smith have 
passed to their reward. 

I cannot refrain from offering my trib- 
ute to your last pastor, your friend and 
mine. I need not tell you of his lovely 
character and purity of heart. Aside 
from his faithful labors for your moral 
and spiritual growth, his material monu- 
ment. is this tine toned organ, for which 
he labored so earnestly with you, and 
over which he so rejoiced with you. As 
this instrument breathes forth its clear 
sweet tones, so’ will his memory long 
continue pure and sweet among this peo- 
ple. ‘Tho’ dead, he yet speaketh in these 
blessed memories. 

It would be pleasant to mention the 
names uf the devoted men and women 
who have labored for this church here, 
but time forbids. ‘Their names and 
work are treasured on high. : 

From the-tirst. the Sunday Schoo! has 
been an important and successful de- 
partment of the church’s work, and from 
it accessions have been made to the 
church. In 1884 the Y. P.S. C. E. was 
formed, and this bas become an impor- 
tant auxiliary to thechurch. Most of 
the additions to the church are from this 
society and in its meetings are developed 
the character and ability which fit for 
large work “for Christ and the Church.” 

From this church have gone out three 
young men to workin the ministry; Rev. 
Harry H. Appleman, Rev. Sherman 
Goodwin and Rev. Arthur H. Shattuck; 
all doing good work for the Master. 
Since its organization some 276 persons 
have been connected with this church. 
Many of these have ceased their work on 
earth, many are doing good work else- 
where. The membership today is 127, 
the largest in our history. Thirteen 
have been added this year. Our oldest 
member is Mrs. Jane Stott, who became 
connected with the church in its early 
days, and who observed her 90th birth- 
day the 12th of last September. 

I cannot close this sketch without ref- 
erence to the work of the ladies in be- 
half of the church. From the very first 
with heart and head and hand they have 
been devoted to its welfare. By their 
annual fairs and festivals as well as in, 
more private and personal manner they 
have always been ready. And how could 
our prayer meetings and our Sunday 
School have prospered as they have, had 
it not been for the presence, prayers and 
co-operation of the women. 

Thus standing on this summit today, 
we, as well as Israel, may well remember 
the way God has Jed us. There. have 
been seasons of darkness and disappoint- 
ment, there has been call for much sac- 
rifice and hard work, but these experi- 
ences have but strengthened the bonds 
by which the faithful’ were united. 
Surely He who has brought us hither 
will not desert us in the journey before

ALCOHOL AS FOOD. 


From the Lancet. 


One and a half fluid oz. of pure alco- 
hol is the utmost quantity that can be 
ccempletely utilized as food in the hu- 
mat. body per diem, according to ex- 
perimental observation. A quantity 
ingested additional to that amount 
therefore may escape oxidation, in- 
complete products of combustion, so 
to speak, may be formed and aoxic 
effects ensue. 

Taking brandy and whiskey to con- 
tain 50 p. c. by volume of alcohol; 3 
fluid oz. or 6 tablespoonfuls of these 
spirits would contain the maximum 
allowable dail dose. This would be 
the equivalent of about 2 glasses of 
brandy or whiskey and water per diem 
each containing 3 tablespoonfuls of 
spirit and a half pint of water, to ex- 
ceed which would be to risk a toxic 
result. The limited quantity of white 
wines, claret or champagne, with 10 p. 
c. of alcohol, would be 15 fluid oz. of 
alcohol represent about 30 fluid oz. or 
a pint and a half of table beer. 

The question is, however, complicat- 
ed in the case of wines and beer, be- 
cause these contain nutritive matters 
in addition.

‘Professor Holden’s Triumph. 


As a result of the efforts of Professor 
P. G. Holden of the lowa Agricultural 
college in his two years’ campaign to 
educate the farmers on. the importance 
of selected seed and proper planting, 
the farmers of lowa have added 100,- 
000,000 bushels to their corn crop this 
year as compared with last year. This 
means an approximate increase in 
earnings of $10,000,000. All last spring 
and winter Professor Holden traveled 
over the state in special trains at the 
expense of the railroads giving instruc- 
tions to interested throngs of farmers. 
It is expected that a similar gain in 
the crop will be made next year. The 
professor is the hero of the applied 
science. 


Suffering From Drought. 

The continued dry weather over a 
large eastern section of the country 
from southwestern Pennsylvania to 
western Kentucky and Tennessee and 
including the northern part of Georgia 
and South Carolina caused serious dis- 
tress. Mills were idle, animals were 
suffering and frequently water was 
carried many miles for household use. 
In some sections no rain had fallen for 
three months and no place had been fa- 
vored with moisture for sixty days. In 
many places. meetings were held to 
pray for rain. The railroads have been 
hauling water to their route tanks for 
a month or more and on long runs car- 
ry a tank car behind the tender con- 
nected with the boiler by a rubber 
hose. 


Employers In Convention. 

The Citizens’ Industrial Alliance of 
America held its second annual con- 
vention at New York last week and 
listened to a number of addresses at- 
tacking union methods, the closed shop 
and socialism. About 400 employers 
were present, over half of whom rep- 
resented local associations of employ- 
ers. In his opening address President 
Parry said he had the record of 1,000 
manufacturing establishments which 
have abandoned the closed or union 
shop in the last year, 250 of which 
were in Chicago alone. In consequence 
he said the output of factories had 
been increased 25 per cent per man. 
Both organized Jabor. and’ federated 
capital have now spoken, and the issue

The directors presented him with 
a $17,000 silver service which had re- 
ceived the grand prize at the exposi- 
tion. During the evening the Pike was 
a scene of great hilarity.

people had visited the show. The re- 
ceipts since the opening day, April 30, 
amounted to about $10,000,000.

Joseph Leiter Indicted. 

Last week, while the mining town 
of Zeigler, Ill.,. was virtually under 
martial law and, additional troops -had 
been sent to protect the Leiter proper- 
ty, it became known that Joseph Leiter 
had been indicted three weeks previ- 
ously on the-charge of bringing armed 
men into the state contrary to law. 
The punishment for the offense is im- 
prisonment for from one to five years.

Break In Last Chain of Russian Forts

link in the last chain of great forts encircling Port Arthur when, on 
Nov. 30, the assault of Two Hundred and Three Meter hill was crowned 
with dearly bought victory. 

Reaching the outer breastworks by means of a subterranean gallery, 
on which the sappers and miners had labored for weeks, the storming 
columns -sprang up the steep slope on which rested the powerful Fort 
Namakoyama, about 650 feet high. The sides of the fort were bomb 
proof and loopholea, and the roof was covered by a double layer of 
steel plates, upon which a thick layer of earth was superposed. In 
front of the fort ran sandbagged trenches, the corners of which were 
strengthened by rails. Approach to the outer tfench was obstructed by 
barbed wire fences. 

The assault had been preceded by a terrific bombardment from 
dawn and was accompanied by a similar advance on Forts Ribleunshan 
and Keekwan to the northeast so as to prevent Russian concentration. 

In the twenty-four hours during which the movement occurred 
15,000 Japanese were said to have fallen. Worn by the long strain and 
with depleted ranks from fierce hand to hand fighting, the defenders 
of Two Hundred and Three Meter hill finally retreated. Re-enforced 
by meq from the warships the army of defense tried to retakesthe last 
position, but were driven back. The ships are useless, their guns hay- 
ing been removed and many shells having taken effect. It was thought 
by experts that the Japs would reduce the remaining forts in a few days. 

With heavy guns on this eminence directly overlooking and only 
two miles distant from the harbor General Nogi was master of the 
situation at last. It was the beginning of the end. The Japanese 
strategy required this result before risking another battle with Kuro- 
patkin and before the Baltic fleet should arrive. 


Overcoming natural and man made defenses which seemed to offer 
insuperable resistance, the Japanese army of General Nogi, under im- 
perative orders from the mikado, found and broke the most important

of Frozen Earth Last Saturday. 


Daniel Dewire, 26 years of age, was 
killed at his work in Frye Village Sat- 
urday afternoon, being crushed by a big 
piece of frozen earth. It required eight 
men to remove him from beneath the 
mass, which it is estimated weighed 

| nearly a ton, He was breathing slightly 
| but lived only a short time, his boay 
| being badly crushed. 

He came to Andover from North 
Billerica, where his father, two brothers 
and a sister reside. ‘They came to And- 
over Sunday and took the remains to 
Lowell for burial. Dewire was: un- 
married. He wis a good workman and 
industrious and was well liked by all 
who knew him. 

According to one story of the accident, 
the unfortunate man had backed his 
team up close to the high bank and had 
alighted and was conversing with a 
fellow workman behind the cart, when 
the gravel at the top of the bank gave 
away precipitating tons of earth down 
the steep incline and crushing him 
against the back of the cart and then 
knocking him down completely covering 
him. He was picked up in an uncon- 
scious condition and carried to one of 
the nearby barns and medical attend- 
ance was summoned. Upon examina- 
tion it was found that his spine was 
broken and that he had sustained se- 
vere internal injuries. He died in about 
one hour after being picked up. His 
body was later taken in charge by 
Undertaker Messer of Andover and 
viewed by the medical examiner. | The 
dead man’s relatives in North Billerica 
were notified Saturday evening.

Revision Divides Republicans. 

A newspaper interview with Senator 
Hale of Maine last week shows that 
the talk of tariff revision is not find- 
ing favor with-eastern protectionists of 
his type. Mr. Hale said he did not ex- 
pect to see any 
movement by the 
administration 
either for tariff 
revision or for 
any form of rec- 
iprocity that 
would give away 
the benefits of 
trade with any 
country whatev- 
er. He did not 
think the presi- 
dent would do 
anything to 
weaken or dis- 
rupt the party, 
and any attempt 
at tariff revision 
would certainly do both. While ad- 
mitting that the present tariff is not 
perfect in all its details, he thought the 
good in it so prevailing that the small- 
er defects were of no account com- 
pared to the disaster that would fol- 
low attempted revision. 

Nevertheless western Republicans 
continue to talk revision or amend- 
ment, and those near the president say 
he intends to favor some changes with- 
out delay. 


Vardaman’s Sarcastic Reply. 

In reply to a telegram from President 
Francis of the world’s fair telling of 
President Roosevelt's visit to the Mis- 
sissippi building, Governor Vardaman 
of Mississippi made the following sar- 
castic remark: “It is of course grati- 
fying to the people of Mississippi to 
know that they have done one thing 
that the present president of the Unit- 
ed States approves. Doubtless the pres- 
ident’s admiration of the Mississippi 
building is due to his admiration of 
Jefferson Davis, of whose.last home it 
is a replica.”

Colleges Get Fayerweather Millions. 
The famous Fayerweather will case, 
involving the bequest of $3,500,000 
made to twenty-four colleges by the 
late Daniel B, Fayerweather of New 
York, was finally decided by the 
United States supreme court last week 
in favor of the colleges and against 
the heirs. This affirmed the finding of 
the circuit court. The colleges bene- 


fited are: Bowdoin, Dartmouth, Am- 
| herst, Williams, Wesleyan, Hamilton, 
| Rochester, Lincoln, Hampton, Mary- 


ville, Columbia, Cornell, Yale, Union 
Theological, Lafayette, Marietta, Un- 
ion of Virginia, Adelbert, Wabash, 
Park. The decision is based on the 
theory that there was no ground for 


taking the case into the federal courts. 


i Fayerweather made his money as a 


leather merchant. He had no college 
education and for years would not em- 
ploy a college man. This case has been 
under litigation since 1892. 


Largest Judgment on Record. 

What is believed to be the largest in- 
dividual judgment rendered by the 
courts of this country was made last 
week by Supreme Court Justice Clark 
at New York, who held Alexander M. 
Curtiss of Buffalo, a director in the 
American Malting company, liable for 
the return of $1,087,974.59 to the stock- 
holders of that company for dividends 
illegally declared and paid by the board 
of directors in 1898 and 1899, with 
interest. The total amounts to $1,400,- 
000. The judgment is based on the 
idea that dividends could be paid only 
from the surplus or from net profits, 
whereas it appears that they were 
paid out in anticipation of profits from 
contracts received, using preferred 
stock to do so. 


/€ight Hour Law Unconstitutional. 


By a decision of the New York state 
court of appeals the law of 1897 pro- 
hibiting the employment of men more 
than eight hours a day on city, county 
or state jobs is declared unconstitu- 
tional. 


| Foreign. 


France Considers Income Tax. 

The determination of the Combes 
ministry to retain the support of the 
Socialists in the chamber of deputies 
was demonstrated last week when a 
bill authorizing an income tax was 
brought in by M. Rouvier, the minister 
of finance._According to this bill_in- 
comes amounting to $500 a year would 
be exempt from taxation, while the tax 


on incomes above that amount rises’ 


gradually to the maximum of 2 per 
cent on incomes over $4,000 a year. 
The last time an income tax was at- 
tempted in France was- in 1897, when 
Premier Bourgeois got such a measure 
through the chamber, only to be de- 
feated by the senate, whereupon he re- 
signed. 


Russia to Arbitrate With Us. 

The Russian government has accept- 
ed the invitation of the United States 
to conclude an arbitration treaty sim- 
ilar to that with France, with some 
slight modifications. This is impor- 
tant as being Russia’s first adherence 
to an arbitration treaty with a foreign 
power. Treaties with fourteen other 
countries have been concluded. 


Hottentots on the Rampage. 

Advices from Cape Town tell of a 
precarious situation in German South- 
west Africa owing to the uprising of 
the Hottentots, who are said to have 
massacred fifty Dutch settlers at Up- 
ington. The families of the Dutch are 
fleeing into British territory. 


Germany’s Enormous Budget 

The total of the imperial German 
budget for the coming year’s expendi- 
tures is $560,390,225. This means a 
prospective deficit’ of over $73,000,000. 
One-sixth of this is attributed to the 
war in southwest Africa. It is pro- 
posed to meet the deficit by a bond 
issue. The main item of expense, how- 
ever, is chargeable to the continuation 
of the emperor's elaborate naval pro- 
gramme. 


American Guards Killed. 

Three men of the Seventh infantry 
guarding the Filipino prisoners at work 
on Malahi island were killed Nov. 26, 
when thirty-four prisoners made their 
escape by seizing a launch in which to 
get across the lake to the hills. Gen- 
eral Randall has taken the field in pur- 
suit of the prisoners. 


President Diaz Inaugurated. 

For the seventh time General Porfirio 
Diaz was inaugurated as president of 
Mexico Dec. 1, and with him Den Ra- 
mon Corral as first vice president. 


On the Anglo- Russian Board. 
Rear Admiral-Charles H. Davis ‘has 
‘been selected by the presidént to be a 
iin the international tribunal 
TI wate the firing upon 
we trawimg fleet in the North 
sea te the Russian fleet, Admiral Dew- 
ey having declined the. proffered place. 
Admiral Davis, who is a brother-in- 
law of Senator Lodge, at present com- 
mands.a.part of the north Atlantic 
fleet, the Alabama being his flagship.

In his annual report Secretary of 
War Taft suggests the desirability of 
a commission to fix a tariff for the 
Philippine Islands, in view of the fall- 
ing off in trade of from $80,000,000 to 
$63,000,000. He also urges exemption 
of Philippine bonds from taxation. 
The army numbers at present 60,183 
officers and men. The estimated ex- 
penses for the ensuing year are $72,- 
700,000 against $77,700,000 for the pre- 
ceding year. 

Secretary Taft bas arrived at Pana- 
ma and begun negotiations with Pres- 
ident Amador, declaring that our sole 
intention is to build the canal. 


Internal Revenue Receipts. 

The commission of internal revenue 
during the last fiscal year collected 
$232,904,004, an increase of $2,163,079. 
Of this amount $129,564,242 was col- 
lected from the tax on distilled spirits, 
$48,204,132 on fermented liquors and 
$44,655,808 on tobacco. 


President Taboos Newspaper. 

The very unusual action of debarring 
the representatives of a great daily 
newspaper from the customary official 
sources of news in the departments at 


Washington has been taken by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt against the Boston 
Herald because of a story published in 
that paper to the effect that the Roose- 
velt children had maltreated -a live 
turkey while the president looked on 
and laughed, ‘The story was declared 
to be an absolute invention. 


Disasters to Shipping. 

The report of the life saving service 
shows that out of 350 casualties to ves- 
sels only fifty were totally lost, and 
out of 2,325 lives imperiled only twen- 
ty-one were lost. Assistance was ren- 
dered-to 1,061 vessels. 


Treasury Balance Reduced. 

The expenditures of the government 
in November exceeded the current re- 
ceipts by more than $4,000,000, mak- 
ing a deficit of $25,929,799. 


Japanese Prince on Tour. 

Prince Sadanaru Fushimi of Japan 
and his suit have continued their jour- 
ney in the east, 
first seeing the 
Sights of his- 
toric interest at 
Philadelphia, 
next examining 
the great steel 
plant at Bethle- 
hem, Pa., and 
then meeting the 
chamber of com- 
merce and oth- 
er distinguished 
bodies at New 
York. From 
there the party 
went to Boston and visited Harvard 
university. In a few days the prince, 
who is acclaimed everywhere the hero 
of Nanshan Hill, must start for home 
to again fight for his country.

White Ribboners In Session. 

The national convention of the Wom- 
en’s Christian Temperance union as- 
sembled at Philadelphia Nov. 29 and 
began business with the address of its 
president, Mrs. Stevens. She sounded 
the keynote of an attack on bishop 
blessed saloons, which was ethoed by 
other speakers. The movement to re- 
store the army canteen “as also as- 
sailed.

Major Har- 
ry Hammond in an address said that 
out of 2,875 lynchings in this country 
during the last few years only nineteen 
in every hundred were for assaults on 
women. 


Army Disease a Crime. 

Dr. Louis A. Seaman in a medical 
paper on surgical and medical features 
of the Russo-Japanese war read _ re- 
cently at St. Louis and now published, 
which is based on personal observa- 
tions in the theater of war, declares 
that every death from preventable dis- 
ease “is an insult to the intelligence of 
the age,’’ but when it oceurs in an 
army, where the units are compelled to 
submit to discipline, “it becomes a gov- 
ernmental crime.” Dr. Seaman says 
Japan is the first country in the world 
to recognize officially that the greatest 
enemy in war is preventable disease. 
By this they have doubled the fighting 
capacity of their army.

Judge Stone mace juuicial inquiry

of the state force was present. 

The case of James Green, who wae 
killegd on the Andover & Haverhill lire 
of electrics not far from Wilson’s cor- 
ner oh the 28th day «f June last, was 
next heard. . 

Motorman Charles A. Bickford 
Haverhill, said the accident happened 
at about three minutes to 10 at night. 
The car, an opei. twelve bencher, was 

| due in Andover square at 10 o'clock. 

There were two passengers. 

Attention was first attracted by a 
movement in the grass beside the road, 

then saw an object raise upon both 
knees. Shut off power and reversed the 
motor. Was about 75 feet from the ob- 
ject when first seen. The man’s rignt 
hand struck the headlight and broke 
it, and also the electric light globe. 
Used all possible means: to stop the 
car. Had no whistle, but rank the 
gong. Had the fender out. About two 
feet of the round bumper struck the 
man across the chest. The car ran 
perhaps 100 feet beyond where he was 
struck, and he was found after tre 
car ran back lying by the side of the 
track. It was very dark; we were of 
a down grade, but not running unnec- 
essarily fast. Put the man on the car 
a carried him to the doctor’s of- 

ce, ‘ 
| George H. Leighton, Haverhill, con- 

ductor, testified that the first he knew 
that anything was wrong was when 
the brake was put on and the power 
reversed, Did not feel the shock when 
the car struck the man. 

Howard H. P. Wright of Andover 
Was a passenger on the car. First thing 
he noticed was the impact o1 the mun’s 
body against the car and the explo- 
sion of glass caused by the breaking 
of the headlight globe. Did not feei 
the force of reversing the power. Was 
not positive, but did not believe mio- 
torman was ringing gong. Witness 
walked back and found the body and 
waited there until the car returned. 
The man had been thrown tc the right 
side of the car. He was unconscious. 
Helped to remove him to the doctor’s 
Office. 

Dr. John P. Torrey of 15 Elm street. 
Andover, to whose office the man was 
taken, found a compound fracture of 
the skull several ribs on both sides 
broken, a compound fracture of the teft 
hip and both bones in the Jeg proken. 
He died at 12.15 a; m. His injuries 
were necessarily fatal. 

Chief of Police William L. Frye of 
Andover identified the man as’ James 
Green of Lewis s‘reet. Andover. He 
Was 65 or 66 years old. He was a sober 
man and of good habits. He had one 
son living in Andover and other chil!- 
dren whose whereabouts the chief did 
1 t Know. 

Dr. Torrey, recalled, said the mau 
Was apparently sober, There was no 
smell or indication of drink.

A strong endorsement 
government was_ recorded 
city Tuesday. Thousands orf Re- 
publicans stepped into the breach 
caused by dissatisfied Democrats 
and saved the day for Mayer 
Lynch, thereby going *° on record 
With the Democrats who heid fast to 
the mayor as favoring economy and 
honesty in the administraticn of tne 
affairs of the city. 

Mayor Lynch's re-election was a vu- 
table one in view-.of the defeat of all 
the Democratic members of the present 
board of aldermen who sought re-elec- 
tion. The mayor’s plurality over Al- 
derman Marshall was 637, which ig a 
much more substantial majerity than 
appears by the figures themseives wher:

WHEN SIR CONAN DOYLE WAS POWER OF EARTHQUAKES. 


JUST A YOCTOR. 


An American lady asked Conan 
Doyle one day why he had given up 
the practice of medicine. He said the 
work was too hard, and to prove if he 
went on to tell of his first case:
